CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 
Cuyahoga County Sheriff Ralph 
Kreiger has blamed a jail es­ 
cape by six prisoners Saturday 
night on failure of county com­ 
missioners to supply him with 
adequate jail security. 
Five of the prisoners were 
caught about IO minutes after 
the escape. 
The sixth, David 
Panko, 25, of Euclid, was still 
being sought. Panko was await­ 
ing trial for escaping from the 
Marion Correctional Institution, 
where he was being held for a 
Berea burglary. 
“I am sick and tired of meet­ 
ings. I am sick and tired of 
jailbreaks,” said Kreiger after 
the fourth breakout since 
he 
was elected sheriff as a Repub­ 
lican in 1968. “ I am sick and 
tired of rotten politicians.” 
Saturday’s break followed the 
same route used by IO prison­ 
ers who escaped last November. 
Kreiger said the six dug through 
the rusted steel wall of their 
common cell on the fifth floor 
with a sharpened dust-pan han­ 
dle. They then broke open a 
panel leading to a maintenance 
shaft that extends through eight 
floors of the 13-story building. 
Kreiger said the six climbed 
down pipes in the shift, knock­ 
ed out a false ceiling of a sec­ 
ond-floor courtroom and lower­ 
ed themselves on a knotted blan­ 
ket rope. They then climbed 
out an unbarred window in a 
first-floor assistant prosecutor’s 
office.

Swallowing Painful? See Doctor

Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 72 
years old and have pain in 
my chest when I swallow my 
food. It does­ 
n’t want to go 
down. I had 
an X ray 
a 
few years ago 
and was told 
I have 
en­ 
larging of the 
heart. 
My 
doctor 
said 
not to worry 
because 
as 
you get older 
the 
heart ur, 
e. Lamb 
tends to get a little larger. My 
doctor has passed away and 
I can’t get a doctor, so I need 
an answer. I would like to know 
what that pain is if possible. 
Dear Reader — The difficul­ 
ty you are having in swallow­ 
ing food is probably not related 
to your heart in any way. It 
is more likely caused by some 
mechanical obstruction in the 
esophagus, the digestive tube 
passing from the back of the 
throat to the stomach. 
Sometimes 
mechanical 
nro- 
blems are caused by spasm or 
cramping of the muscles in the 
esophagus. Muscle cramps can 
close the opening and cause fo^d 
to lodge in the middle of the 
chest Other times a mechani­ 
cal obstruction is caused by a 
prowth This last reason is whv 
I would urge you to see a doc­ 
tor as soon as possible and 
have a careful X-ray examin­ 
ation made during swallowing 
Do not put this off. Anyone 
who has the sensation of food 
lodging in his chest should see 
a doctor as soon as posible. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — My doctor 
tell me that hormone shots are 
good for arthritis. He has been 


giving me one a month. Is it 
possible they will cause me to 
have a heart attack? This has 
been on my mind and I would 
like an honest answer. 
Dear Reader — Probably not. 
If your doctor is giving you 
estrogen, the female hormone, 
actually it offers some protec­ 
tion against having a heart at­ 
tack. Heart and artery disease 
develop in women 
after the 
change in life because of the 
absence of the female hormone. 
This is one of the reasons why 
men are more prone to heart 
disease. 
The male hormone appears to 
increase the probability of vas­ 
cular disease to some extent. 
It 
does 
make 
a 
difference 
which hormone your doctor is 
giving you. Then, of course, 
there are the hormones from 
the adrenal glands which are 
sometimes used in arthritis, but 
usually these are not given just 
once a month, so I assume this 
is not what you are taking. 
The next time you see your 
doctor whv don’t vou ask him 
to test your blood for cholester­ 
ol content? If your cholesterol 
is high it may have no rela­ 
tionship to the hormones but it 
would indicate that vou should 
be a little more careful about 
your diet. Frankly, I think all 
nersons should try to regulate 
their diet in such a way as to 
prevent heart disease. 
This 
means limiting the amount of 
fat intake, particularly saturat­ 
ed fats like 
those found 
in 
meats, using more vegetables, 
fruit, uncreamed cottage cheese, 
nonfat dry milk powder and 
avoiding large amounts of cho­ 
lesterol which are found in egg 
vokes and organ meats like the 
brain.

The solidarity of NATO, the solidarity of SEATO 
an d the solidarity of a fou r-n ation grou pin g to 
cou n terbalan ce the Sov iet Un ion ’s growin g n av al 
presen ce in the In dian Ocean may be the k ey to the 
n on -Commu n ist world’s techn iqu e for main tain in g 
a balan ce of power. 
NATO, a goin g organ ization sin ce 1949, althou gh 
n ot withou t its u ps an d down s, con tin u es todav a 
grou pin g of 15 in den en den t sov ereign n ation s align ­ 
ed in self-in terest again st an y possible aggression 
from the Commu n ist world. 
The solidarity of NATO has been adequ ate to 
main tain the peace in Eu rope for more than 20 
y ears. Defen se, deterren ce an d deten te are words 
of special relev an ce to NATO. 


THE SOLIDARITY OF SEATO has n ot been of 
the same degree as NATO an d it is far from the 
tower of stren gth that NATO is. Still it is fu n ction ­ 
in g an d its members are pledged to defen d the 
“treaty area” again st Commu n ist aggression . 
,, SEATO came in to ex isten ce in 1954 an d is the 
prin cipal legal basis for the Un ited States’ armed 
forces bein g in Sou th Vietn am an d Thailan d. It has 
pot been su ccessfu l in prev en tin g Commu n ist aggre­ 


ssio n in In dochin a bu t some of its members are 
striv ing, throu gh warfare, <o restore the balan ce 
of power in that area of the world which, in tu rn , 
brin gs peace. 
Now, with the fast-growin g Sov iet n av y mak in g 
its weight felt in the In dian Ocean , a coalition of 
fou r n aMon s is con siderin g formin g a n av al force 
to match the Ru ssian presen ce in the area. Great 
Britain , the Un ited States, Au stralia an d New Zea­ 
lan d wou ld comprise the n av al grou p. 
Solidarity of this grou p shou ld n ot prov e difficu lt 
to obtain . 


THE EXISTENCE OF these v ariou s collectiv es 
mak es it possible for the free n ation s to main tain 
adequ ate stren gth-in -bein g at bearable costs to each 
while placin g an ex ceedin gly heav y cost price on 
the Sov iet Un ion if it in sists on con tin u ed ex pan ­ 
sion of its armed might an d imperialistq in flu en ce. 
Collectiv e stren gth, as lon g as sodidarity is main ­ 
tain ed, 
has 
man y 
adv an tages 
ov er 
in div idu al 
stren gth. If the Sov iet Un ion fails to recogn ize this, 
it will fin d that u ltimately it can n ot match the free­ 
ly join ed forces of the free world an d the balan ce 
of power will tip again st it. 


Fight Against Pollution 


It was on e thin g for Presiden t Ken n edy to pro­ 
claim the goal of lan din g men on the moon by the 
en d of the decade of the ’6 0s, an d qu ite an other 
for scien ce an d techn ology to dev ise the mean s 
of gettin g them there — an d back . 
Equ ally , it was on e thin g for Presiden t Nix on 
last Jan u ary , as his first official act as the decade 
of the 7 0s began , to establish a White Hou se 
Cou n cil on En v iron men tal Qu ality , statin g that 
“it is literally n ow or n ev er” for the n ation to 
reclaim the pu rity of its air an d water an d liv in g 
en v iron men t. 
An d qu ite an other thin g for scien ce an d techn olo­ 
gy to dev ise the mean s for reachin g that goal. 
The primary n eed, of cou rse, is for methods of 
prev en tin g or con trollin g pollu tion . Bu t a com­ 
pan ion n eed is for in stru men ts to mon itor the 
effectiv en ess of that con trol. 
Already in some areas, say s Chemical & En gi­ 
n eerin g News, su itable in stru men tation is ju st n ot 
av ailable for stan dards » that either hav e been set 
or are ex pected to be set v ery soon . 
Too man y an aly ses still requ ire ex pen siv e an d 
complicated in stru men tation that can be ru n on ly 
by highly train ed person n el. The critical n eed is 
for au tomated, simplified 
“black box ” 
methods 
that can be han dled by techn ician s. An ex ample 
is a satisfactory an d low-cost method of measu rin g 
the gaseou s pollu tan ts in au tomobile ex hau st that 
a garage mechan ic can operate. 
Ju st as compan ies mu st n ow k eep fin an cial rec- 


ords that are credible to the In tern al Rev en u e 
Serv ice, plan ts will ev en tu ally hav e to k eep pollu ­ 
tion records that are credible to regu latin g agen ­ 
cies, the magazin e say s. 
It predicts that the total mark et for pollu tion 
in stru men tation will grow rapidly — abou t 15 per 
cen t a y ear — du rin g the 1970s. It will total at 
least $1 billion for the decade. 
The mark et for au to emission in stru men ts will 
peak at abou t $30 million per y ear in 1976, an d the 
mark et for in stru men ts 
to 
measu re 
pollu tan ts 
from station ary sou rces will grow from abou t $4 
million this y ear to close to $40 million a y ear by 
1980. 
In the 1960s we geared u p to lan d life on the 
moon . In the comin g decade we will hav e to 
gear u p again — this time to preserv e life on 
earth.

The TV qu iz program was 
called “21” an d for 14 week s, 
the han dsome Colu mbia Un iv er­ 
sity facu lty member was its 
star. The show’s ratin gs were 
in credible — n ot ev en “Cav al­ 
cade of Sports” did better — 
an d Van Doren won 
$129,000. 
“For 21 poin ts an d the game, 
complete this son g,” host J ack 
Barry wou ld say . “ ‘Nothin ’ 
cou ld be fin er. . 
” 


AND NOTHIN’ WAS. This 
was the Fantastic Telev isio n 
Quiz Sho w Era. Nev er befo re 
(o r since) had TV giv en so 
much to so many . Acco rding to 
a spo kesman fo r NBC-TV, it 
was no t until August, 1958, that 
a day time sho w participant “ o n 
ano ther netwo rk” bro ke the bub­ 
ble by co mplaining, “ Ev ery ­ 
thing is rigged!” 
Grand jury inv estigatio ns en­ 


su ed. 
(“21” produ cer Albert 
Freedman was later in dicted for 
perju ry .) 
The “$64,000 Qu es­ 
tion ,” which had started the 
giv e-away 
v ogu e in mid-19 55. 
was can celled. 
Sev eral con testan ts testified 
later before a U.S. Hou se su b­ 
committee that they had been 
“coached” while participatin g 
on the programs. 
The hearin gs reached a cli­ 
max on Nov . 2, 1959, howev er, 
when Charles Van Doren con ­ 
fessed u n der oath that he had 
been giv en qu estion s an d an ­ 
swers in adv an ce an d had been 
tu tored on how he shou ld act 
on TV in order to giv e a more 
dramatic impression . 
Van Doren said he ask ed 
to be allowed to play the game 
hon estly , bu t that show officials 
in sisted otherwise. They argu ed, 
he said, that his con tin u ed ap­ 
pearan ce on telev ision wou ld be 
a serv ice to “the in tellectu al 
life, to teachers an d to edu ca­ 
tion in gen eral” — n ot to men ­ 
tion , of cou rse, the program’s 
ratin gs.

I’v e completely blot­ 
ted ou t the whole thin g.” 
Sin ce the scan dal, he has 
helped edit or write some 
50 
book s. He is associate director 
of the In stitu te for Philosophical 
Research, a n on profit organ iza­ 
tion , an d v ice-presiden t of his 
own firm, San Fran cisco Pro­ 
du ction s, In c. 
“I came to Chicago in 1965 
from New York (where he was 
born an d raised),” he said. 
“The last fiv e y ears hav e been 
so fu ll, so bu sy ; they ’v e been 
the happiest y ears of my life.” 
Dr. Van Doren ’s latest work , 
“Webster’s Gu ide to American 
History ,” (G. & C. Merriam 
Co.), is, he say s, the first book 
to combin e a chron ological his­ 
tory of the U.S. with a social 
history of the time. 
Dr. Van Doren is prou d of 
the book . Alon g with his wife 
an d children , his sk iin g trips, 
the garden behin d his home in 
Chicago an d su mmer v acation s 
on his father’s farm in Con ­ 
n ecticu t, history is on e of his 
fav orite passion s. 
“It con tain s all the an swers 
to America’s past,” he said. 
“There’s ev en a list of 700 of 
the most popu lar son gs in this 
cou n try ’s history . I fou n d in 
look in g at it that I cou ld actu al­ 
ly hu m ev ery tu n e u p u n til 1955. 
I mu st hav e stopped listen in g 
to popu lar mu sic that y ear.”

The Lan sk y strik e force is su b­ 
ject-orien ted. It operates ou t of 
Washin gton . It is headed by a 
razor-sharp 
special 
attorn ey . 
An d it has its fu ll complemen t 
of In tern al Rev en u e agen ts — 
for it is diggin g deeply in to Mr. 
Lan sk y ’s fin an cial empire. 
This strik e force operation is 
a phan tom force. Its operativ es 
don ’t report to an y on e city at 
an y on e time. They are, for ex ­ 
ample, 
watchin g 
the 
Miami 
Gran d Ju ry which had Lan sk y 
su bpeon ed in Tel Av iv abou t 
two week s ago He was requ est­ 
ed to show at 9:30 a.m. in Mia­ 
mi on March 11. 
Of cou rse he didn ’t. He rare- 
lv does. An d why shou ld he? 
He’s a tou rist n ow some 8,000 
miles distan t. Bu t that gran d 
ju ry is on ly on e of the strik e 
force’s tools It also is seek in g 
his con n ection s an d possible 
mon ies “earn ed” from the old 
Flamin go Hotel in Las Vegas. 
Howev er, that’s ju st a probe 
in to 
alleged 
sk immin g. 
The 
wan ts to u n rav el Lan sk v ’s in ­ 
tricate book s; his holdin gs, his 
hotels, his real estate dev elop­ 
men ts; his con n ection s with Wall 
Street o peratio ns, with so me la­ 


bor leaders an d with the u n its 
of organ ized crime. 
If this can be don e, if his 
holdin gs — in tru ck in g: in tran s­ 
portation , ev en of old; in min ­ 
es; in factories; in the ju k e 
box bu sin ess; the telev ision set 
produ ction 
a n d 
distribu tion 
field, ju st to n ame a few en ­ 
deav ors — can be traced to the 
begin n in g, the Ju stice Depart­ 
men t may , for the first time, 
get to the hard core of “the 
organ ization .” 
It’s a v ery darin g con cept. 
Certain ly there are few others 
as div ersified as Lan sk y . Or as 
capable of produ cin g million s 
of dollars in stan tan eou sly . Not 
too lon g ago he was n egotiatin g 
with a Fren ch firm for rights 
to a ju k ebox -telev ision combin a­ 
tion . 
The Fren ch bu sin essmen said, 
fin e, bu t really can y ou produ ce, 
what abou t pu ttin g u p $5 million 
as a gu aran tee? Lan sk y left 
qu ietly . The n ex t day he tossed 
a ban k er’s check for $5 million 
on the table. It was drawn on a 
Swiss ban k . Hu n dreds of mil­ 
lion s of dollars cou ld be at his 
fin gertips. 
If he wan ts mon ey he does 
n ot n eed to call con feren ces as 
wou ld some others of the com­ 
bin e to parcel ou t pieces of the 
action . He has it. An d he is the 
on e who can go to a politico, 
be it in Nassau , B.W.I., or an y 
major American city , an d say 
this is what y ou will get, this 
is y ou r cu t — an d the mon ey 
will come. 
Across his qu iet path hav e 
come men su ch as Carlos Mar­ 
cello of Lou isian a, allegedly a 
member of the crime combin e’s 


Nation al Commission , o ld Frank­ 
ie Costello, the late “Dan dy ” 
Phil Kastel, an d mo bsters so 
powerfu l that they ’v e been able 
to k eep their an on y mity 
thro ugh 
the y ears. 
Lan sk y , who has been in ev e­

k ets, tan k s an d atom bombs; 
an d they hav e carv ed a bloody 
trail from Thermopy lae to the 
Berlin Wall. 
SO VAST A CONFLICT can ­ 
n ot easily be su mmed u p in a 
sen ten ce, bu t the gen tleman 
from Idaho — qu ite in adv erten t­ 
ly — has come close to the 
mark . Freedom n ev er can be 
fin ally “won .” It mu st be etern ­ 
ally imperiled, etern ally defen d­ 
ed. An d the qu estion we hav e 
to an swer is whether this gen er­ 
ation , at this poin t alon g the 
way , su rren ders the field to the 
dark twin of Commu n ist aggres­ 
sion . 
I do n ot for on e in stan t im­ 
pu gn the patriotism of Sen ator 
Chu rch, or of Sen ator McGov ­ 
ern , or of other decen t men 
who adv ocate immediate an d 
total withdrawal of U.S. forces 
from Vietn am. Bu t is is pos­ 
sible to qu estion 
their ju dg­ 
men t, to qu estion their v ision , 
an d to ask alou d if they see the 
lon g v iew. For in the lon g v iew, 
or so it seems to me, the aw­ 
fu l toll of Vietn am 
will 
be 
reck on ed in the perspectiv e of 
man ’s stru ggle to be free. 
To be su re, lik e-min ded men 
may agree on the en d of West­ 
ern freedom, bu t qu arrel on the 
mean s of defen din g it. There 
su rely is merit in the argu men t 
that Sou theast Asia is the worst 
of all places for the Un ited 
States to commit its grou n d 
troops, ev en in defen se of the 
loftiest ideals. Tt is possible to 
con cede most of the peripheral 
argu men ts that are based in 
the shortcomin gs of the Saigon 
regime. Presiden t Thieu seems 
oddly cast as a residu ary lega­ 
tee of Leon idas. 
Yet the an swer to these com­ 
plain ts — the an swer to this 
latest “escalation ” in to Lau s — 
is that those who fight in the 
ran k s of the fair twin seldom 
can choose the time an d place 
an d circu mstan ce of battle. If 
agression is to be resisted, it 
mu st be resisted 
where 
an d 
when it comes. This mon th it 
comes in armored tru ck s on 
ju n gle trails. 


IT IS CURIOUS, in this re­ 
gard, that so man y good men 
look u pon bad thin gs with half 
an ey e. The con ten tion is ad­ 
v an ced by critics of American 
in v olv emen t that the war in 
Vietn am is in essen ce a civ il 
war 
amon g 
the 
Vietn amese 
themselv es; an d that ou tsiders 
shou ld n ot in terv en e. This is a 
fiction , in my own v iew, bu t it 
is at least a fain tly plau sible 
fiction . No su ch ration alization 
can ju stify 
the 
presen ce 
of 
North 
Vietn amese 
troops 
in 
Laos an d Cambodia. They are 
palpable in v aders, ben t on con ­ 
qu est. Why has TJ Than t n ot de­ 
n ou n ced them lon g ago? 
In meetin g 
the

Laos, the Sou th Vietn amese can ­ 
n ot fairly be charged with “es­ 
calatin g” the war. That charge 
falls u pon the Commu n ist forc­ 
es who came there first. H the 
Commu n ists’ su pply lin es can 
be disru pted an d their troops 
demoralized, plain ly the diffi­ 
cu lties of American withdrawal 
can be eased. Life is mostly a 
choice amon g ev ils. How is the 
Laotian operation the worse of 
the choices before u s? 
These are footn otes to the 
chapter. The importan t theme 
is ju st as Sen ator Chu rch de­ 
fin es it: This is a war withou t 
en d. Yet the melan choly tru th 
is that the sign ifican ce of this 
theme is lost on good men an d 
able sen ators. They wou ld weak ­ 
en ou r defen ses, down grade the 
military , aban don the field. If 
they su cceed, they will on ly 
mak e the wav steeper an d the 
n ight lon ger for an other gen er­ 
ation of free men who on e day

It was also learned the FDA 
over-rode a recommendation to 
ban the fluid from the Public

But if so, Mrs. Ham­ 
ilton gives no sign of worry ing 
about it. On the contrary , she 
say s she’s gathering represen­ 
tatives of traditional “intelligent 
patriotism” for the specific pur­ 
pose of “turning the country 
around in 197 1.” She would like 
to create “the same national 
esprit de corps we saw In the 
19 4hs.” She flatly rejects “this 
modern decay brought about by 
pessimism and defeatism.” 
There are undoubtedly mil­ 
lions who agree with her. Be­ 
cause whether she is correct in 
her belief that the nation’s pres­ 
ent course is catastrophic, she 
does strike a sensitive national 
nerve. People are, as she say s, 
troubled. They are “frustrated, 
intimidated, almost hy pnotized 
by events they seem unable to 
control.” 
IT USED TO BE, she argues, 
“part of the American spirit to 
believe we could solve any thing. 
Give us the job, we’d say , and 
we’ll do it. But that mood is 
gone. We are still the richest, 
most powerful nation on earth. 
We’ve been to the moon and 
back. But we no longer feel that 
sense of pride and accomplish­ 
ment.” 
Enter her new organization. 
The Committee to Unite Ameri­ 
ca. (“Please print our address,” 
she pleads, “Box 556, Lenox 
Hill Station, N.Y.” ). The group 
proposes to create a citizens 
coalition to “mobilize and co­ 
ordinate national majority com­ 
mitment.” The idea is to come 
up with specific projects to 
“fight crime, drug abuse, por­ 
nography , ex cessive permissive­ 
ness, breakdown of traditional 
authority in government, 
the 
family , education and church 
es.” 
It is, to say the least, an am 
bltious plan. But Mrs. Hamilton 
believes success is vital, not 
only for the United States but 
for the world as well: “ When 
y ou come down to it the United 
States is the greatest force of 
stability on the earth. We have 
our faults, y es, but who else has 
been able to do so much for so 
many ? America is indispensa 
ble — it’s still the best hope 
there is for people every where.”
